He said the full-scale farmers 
were paying far more in taxes 
than they got back in the way 
of services, while property- 
owners in the residential dis- 
tricts were just about paying

Brahm Wiesman, recently ap- 
Pointed planning director of the 
Capital Region Planning Board, 
addressed the conference on. the 
advantages of “neighborhood 
development” over “subdivision 
development.” 

The former, he said, was the 
result of planning. A neighbor- 
hood area, he explained, should 
be large enough to support such 
facilities as a school, shopping 
centre, several churches, a park 
and community centre yet 
small enough that all of 
these, centrally located, would 
be within walking distance of 
all residences 

The neighborhood, he said, 
should be laid. out. so. as.to be 
away from major highways, 
and designed so that neighbor- 
hood streets would not become 


through streets for outside traf- 
fic.
